Kenyan member of parliament for the ruling party has 
launched an unprecedented attack on President Daniel 
arap Moi, calling him a reluctant democrat and accusing 
him of masterminding a smear campaign against him. 


"I have now come to the conclusion that the president 
is not a democrat of any shade. He sees any alternative 
view as a threat to be crushed at any cost,” said Kipruto 
arap Kirwa, a member of Moi's Kenya African National 
Union (KANU) party, in a statement obtained by AFP 
Friday. 


Kirwa, 36, who is also MP for the western Cherangani 
constituency and a member of Moi's Kalenjin tribe, said 
the president had masterminded a “campaign of intrigue 
and hatred” against him. 


He accused Moi and his loyalists of frustrating him 
politically by denying him licences to organise political 
rallies to speak to his constituents. 


Kirwa has on several occasions in past annoyed his 
ruling party colleagues by his outspoken cricism of 
two of Kenya's corruption-ridden farmers’ marketing 
associations, which are led by close associates of the 
president. 


The MP is regarded by many Kenyan farmers as a 
champion of their rights for daring to challenge both 
the National Cereals and Produce Board and the Kenya 
Cooperative Creameries to tell farmers why they were 
unable to pay for farm produce delivered to them. 


Kirwa is the first KANU member to assail Moi’s style of 
leadership since the introducuon of multi-party politics 
in Kenya in 1991. 


Politicians who dared criticise Moi when Kenya was a 
one-party state were expelled from KANU or detained 
without trial. 


In 1990, the current leader of the opposition FORD- 
Asili party, Kenneth Matiba, then a cabinet minister in 
Moi's government, was detained for nearly a year, after 
he resigned and called for the introduction of political 
pluralism. 


Matiba suffered two strokes in detention and has not yet 
fully recovered.

Our East Africa correspondent Jane 
Stanley is in the northern town of Gulu, which has been 
under attack overnight. I asked her to describe earlier 
what had happened. 


[Begin recording] [Stanley] In the middle of the night, 
we heard an incoming mortar shell, which landed pretty 
close to Gulu town. And, then, we heard the Army 
responding with some heavy weapons — probably, 
mortar shell — backed with some automatic gunfire. 
It appears the Arrny were trying to chase the Lord's 
Resistance Army rebels from the outskirts of Gulu 
town. There were APC's, armored personnel carriers, 
patrolling, and it is certainly an attack quite close to the 
edge of Gulu town following up on one attack yesterday 
on some villages only about 14 km from the center of 
Gulu town, so really only on the edges of the town. 


[Jarrett] Now, was that a big surprise? 


[Stanley] It is a big surprise, because the rebels haven't 
usually got this close to Gulu town, working to terrorize 
civilians more in outlying villages. And, that is why 
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Gulu is currently swollen with around 6 or 8,000 
displaced people from those villages. But, it appears that 
the LRA were very unhappy that yesterday the villages 
they attacked — they killed four people and macheted a 
lot more people as they left — they were very unhappy 
that those villages had alerted the Army, and the Ariny 
had come to chase them. Now, the LRA, apparently, 
are also unhappy that on Wednesday [27 March] the 
Ugandan Army killed a man called Obong Tujura, who 
is one of the senior commanders in the field. So, the 
people of Gulu, some of whom have fled to the Army 
barracks, are buckling down for an anticipated few days 
of this kind of activity. 


(Jarrett) Well, you keep saying that the LRA are 
unhappy; it sounds as if they are in control of the area. 
What is the government trying to do to stop them?

(Stanley) The government is trying very hard to stop the 
LRA, but they are dealing with about 500 LRA fighters 
around Gulu and in the bush on the outskirts. It has 
broken up into small groups, it appears, and they can 
strike and attack very rapidly. It is a classic guerrilla 
warfare terrain around Gulu. It is very difficult for the 
Army to find them, but many times in the day you 
can hear the helicopter gunships of the Ugandan Army 
going out trying to find the rebels, but with cover it is 
very, very difficult to locate them and to confront them. 
The Army is trying to bring them into face- to-face 
fighting, because it couldn't really win on those terms, 
but with guerrilla activity that is very hard to stop. [end

“It is 
important to keep in mind, before we begin with the 
discussion on Afrikaner concerns this morning, to keep 
in mind that the national question not only applies to 
Afrikaners.” 


It was essential, Mandela said, that all parties consult in 
the search for solutions which were both practical and 
based on principle considerations. 


He said respect for all languages and cultural groups was 
one of the principles of the ANC's Freedom Charter. 
"When I thus talk of reconciliation and of repect for all 
languages and cultures of the country, it is not, as often 
alleged, a mere individual standpoint. It is a viewpoint 
which is encompassed in the basic policy of the ANC, 
the majority party in the government of national unity.” 


Mandela said South Africans had many common goals 
and confinements. These included the preservation and 
growth of all 11 official languages and the promotion 
of multilingualism and non- racialism. He added one of 
his main tasks was to leave behind a country in lasting 
peace. “The last time when I spoke of the testament 
of reconciliation and national unity which | wanted to 
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leave behind, the money markets wanted to collapse. | 
hope it does not happen again,’ Mandela said. 


“But I want to reiterate: | see it as one of my most 
important tasks to work for national reconciliauon and 
to leave behind a country in which all the people and 
groups of the country live in mutual acceptance, respect 
and national harmony.”

Asked whether Coetzee should be fired, Sisulu said he 
had not jeopardised any NIA operations through his high 
media profile. His NIA membership, high media profile 
and breach of regulations and discipline were cause for 
concern, Sisulu said.

— That the relationship, co-operation and liaison be- 
tween the various intelligence services, agencies and se- 
curity forces should be improved. 


"In this regard the National Intelligence Coordinating 
Committee should play a more proactive and prominent 
role so that the natural tensions that exist between the 
services can be properly managed and possible clashes 
averted in future,” Sisulu said.

He noted 
that the focus now should, however, be on economic 
and social development for what he described as a 
more responsible independence.

He says Nigeria does not hold any ill will 
toward any country as a result of its suspension from 
the Commonwealth, but he says enough is enough and 
that there should be a return to the status quo.

Two hours later, scarcely had this regrettable incident 
ended than some unknown persons stole an automatic 
weapon from a checkpoint on the road to Anecho and 
committed an armed robbery in the town of Anecho. 
Following the incident at Anecho, directives were given 
to every checkpoint on the whole territory for the 
security forces to be extra vigilant. The security men 
who opened fire on the German's vehicle are under 
arrest. An inquiry has been opened into the case.
